No. 4. the fast passenger steel train 
which crashed into No 32, the local 
standing on the track, to heed a block 
signal, was the cause of the disaster, 
according to John 
Cannon, assistan t 
general m anager of the road 
The block signal, w arning that the 
track was not clear ahead, was 
un­ 
noticed by M att “ G inger” Glenn 
of 
St. Louis, engineer of the f a s t train, 
according to Cannon. Glenn, 57 years 
old, and engineer 
for 
thirty-seven 
years without a black m ark against 
his record, jum ped 
from the cabin 
ju st before the crash and was killed. 
'3dw ard Tinsley, 
also of St. I^ouis. 
fireman of No. 4, rem ained at 
his 
post and was seriously injured. 
Engineer Glenn, shortly before a r ­ 
riving in 
Sulphur Springs, received 
orders “on the ru n ” to pull over on a 
siding at Cliff Cave, ten miles north 
of Sulphur Springs, 
to

Louis to Texas cities, to pass.

to 
heed the block signal because he was 
apparently reading the orders when 
he passed the block.

Edward Tinsley, 
also of St. Louii. 
fireman of No. 4, remained at

post and was seriously injured. 
Engineer Glenn, shortly before a r­

Sulphur Springs, received 
orders “on the run” to pull over on a

Davis made a survey and located 
a reservoir side above Leeper. 
He 
reported that such a reservoir would 
control Black River floods and 
at 
the same time develop hydro-electric 
power enough to pay for the project 
in twenty years.

words, 
the power developed would pay the 
interest and upkeep 
of the project 
and pay off a bond issue as it came 
due. 
Meredith and A. T. Brewster, 
both landowenrs in the flood section, 
are securing signatures to a petition 
to incorporate in the circuit court
